BROKEN BANK BILLS 
Note—The following Collection of Broken Bank Notes is an extensive 
and unusual one. This series has been much neglected in the past, but is 
rapidiy coming into favor, and prices in the near future will probably make 
the present prices seem as ridiculously low as the prices of a few years 
ago seem now. All the notes in the collection are genuine signed notes 
unless otherwise noted. Discriminating collectors prefer notes which 
have been in actual circulation to the unc. crisp specimens, because circu- 
lation is an indication of genuineness. Not all notes which were in circu- 
lation are genuine, but nearly ail notes which are crisp and une. are 
merely blanks which have been signed by some enterprising dealer or col- 
lector, and therefore about worthless. The order of rarity is Western 
Notes, Northern Notes, and Southern Notes, though many of the Southern 
Notes dated before 1861 are just as rare and desirable as any others. Many 
of the Northern Banks are still in existence, and some of them will redeem 
their old notes, though they are not compelled by law to do so. The writ- 
er once had the pleasure of cashing a $100 broken bank note.
